PAPEETE, Tahiti.—A determined 
effort is being made by the author­ 
ities to clean up Papette and to 
stamp out certain diseases which 
long have been prevalent in Tahiti. 
For many years Papette, on ac­ 
count of im insanitary state, bas 
been the breeding ground of ma­ 
ladies which have spread to all the 
islands of the colony. The death rate 
both in the town and the outlying 
islands from this cause has been 
very great. This is 
especially 
the 
case among the native population, 
whose members have little resist­ 
ance to European or. in fact, any, 
diseases. 
It has been predicted 
freely by 
well informed residents that if the 
old conditions were allowed to con­ 
tinue a few more years would see 
the extinction of the Tahitian race, 
a fate which already has overtaken 
the aboriginal inhabitants of the 
Marquesas archipelago.
